New 
Yorker Ed Burstell took the MD reins in 2008, focusing on stylish 
merchandising, young British designers and forging collaborations 
for Liberty’s floral prints with iconic brands such as Levi’s, Barbour 
and Nike, thus smoothly sailing Liberty into the 21st century. 
WHY WE LOVE IT . . The buying team hosts an annual 
British Design Open Call event, inviting new creative talents to 
present their work. A distinguished panel of industry insiders, 
including the odd Livingetc expert, view hundreds of products 
to discover the next big thing. As a result, we’ve come to know 
Silken Favours’ zesty cushions and Richard Weston’s dream-like 
scarves. The latest addition to the club is Olivia Scott-Taylor’s 
seating - a modern take on classic school chairs.

Baekgroiind^N\\\\Q we’ve seen many advances in kitchenware 
technology and materials over the past hundred years, the Cane mixing 
bowl from Mason Cash’s potteries in Church Gresley, Derbyshire, 
remains pretty much unchanged. 

You don’t have to be a Great British Bake Off fan to recognise this 
beauty. Its distinctive warm yellow glaze and markings have made it an 
icon across the globe. Why? As any cook worth their salt will tell you: the 
bowl’s shape is ideal for holding in the crook of one arm, as you beat 
your mixture with the other, and its thick rim and diamond embossment 
provide a good grip. It’s also wide and deep enough to get your hands in 
to ‘rub in’ and aerate fat and flour, while many use it to knead dough. Its 
weight and flat bottom ensure it won’t slide around while you work and 
the white interior allows you to keep an eye on the colour and consistency 
of your mixture. It’s also useful for proving bread as, unlike plastic, the 
stoneware retains heat. 

Updates have made the bowl chip-resistant and microwave, freezer 
and dishwasher safe, so treated carefully, it should last a lifetime and 
become a potential heirloom. There’s something very satisfying about 
making Christmas pud in the same bowl Gran used... Timeless indeed.

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COPAKE LAKE

least three weeks out of every year, it’s pristine and 
smooth,’ says Chase. ‘Skating on that ice is heaven.’ 



- it’s the decoration that really counts at Christmas.’ So say Gray Davis and 
his husband Chase Booth, who built this cosy getaway on an island in the 
middle of Copake Lake, two hours north of New York City 

‘The food can be mediocre. So can the wine. But the decor must be 
spectacular,’ says Gray, who relishes going ‘all-out in an old-school way’ 
come December, lighting braziers by the water and lanterns along the 
driveway. ‘I realise by “old-school”, I really mean pyromania,’ he jokes. 

It’s hard to imagine a more magical setting for the festive season. Not 
only does the house have a huge stone fireplace inside, but also a frozen 
lake outside, where the couple host parties for friends and neighbours 
after dark, dragging sofas, rugs and big batches of home-cooked curries 
out to the middle of the lake. ‘It gets so solid, you can drive a truck on it,’ 
Chase assures us. ‘It’s incredible on a moonlit night, especially when the 
ice shifts. It makes these amazing creaking and wailing sounds.’ 

The pair have lived on the lake for 18 years now and this is their third 
home here. The first was a renovated Forties cottage and the second 
was a shiny new build with lots of glass. But this one, on a site across the 
water from their last home, which they had been ogling for years, is 
decidedly un-modern. Indeed, it’s almost puritanical in its verve to shun 
contemporary life, with the TV masked behind a goat trophy on the wall 
and the kitchen appliances concealed inside Shaker-style cupboards. 

‘Our big inspiration was the old houses you find on the Adirondack 
Mountains, a couple of hours north from here,’ explains Chase. ‘We both 
love the feeling of these eccentric, rambling homes with secret rooms.’ 

Like those remote Adirondack houses, which were built from whatever 
materials were available locally. Chase and Gray’s home feels like it has 
been crafted from its rocky, wooded surroundings. The fireplace is made 
from roughly hewn stone and the walls are clad in pine, which was 
hand-stained by a local craftsman to give it an uneven, aged quality 

‘We wanted the house to have some soul, like it had always been here,’ 
says Gray, who more commonly works with huge sheets of glass (Miami’s 
swanky 1 Hotel South Beach is one of his latest projects). ‘Don’t get me 
wrong - I’m crazy about modern architecture, but I just don’t think it 


would have been appropriate here,’ he adds. ‘The other houses on the 
island are very traditional and quiet.’ 

While Gray managed the design. Chase, who describes himself as a bit of 
a polymath (he builds sets, makes sculptures and does dance performances), 
helped construct the house, working with the builders to haul lumber 
around and keep an eye on progress. ‘Gray’s the brain and I’m the brawn,’ he 
quips. ‘I always join the contractors when we build. They’ve become like a 
second family. I like getting my hands dirty, so swinging a hammer is great.’ 

Inside, the duo filled the house with a mix of mid-century classics and 
offbeat antiques collected over the years, so the interior feels like it has 
evolved, rather than been contrived. It’s reminiscent of an eccentric 
professor’s den, with taxidermy animals, old busts and, strangest of all, 
a life-size replica of a Harley-Davidson in wicker. ‘It makes absolutely no 
sense. We just thought, “Wicker motorcycle? Gotta have it”,’ says Chase, 
who gave it pride of place in their master bedroom on the loft level. 

Downstairs, on the ground floor, there are three more bedrooms for 
guests and an open-plan kitchen, dining area and living space, which 
opens on to the water. It’s the perfect place for Chase and Gray to entertain 
(dinner for ten isn’t uncommon) and it was also the ideal setting for a very 
special New Year’s Eve party last year, when the couple quietly announced 
at a dinner for 60 that they had just got married in the local town hall, 
after 23 years together.

Perhaps it’s their partnership, more than their shared love of rustic 
materials or lighting fires, that gives their home its real soul.

‘Our home is full 
of things that 
mean something 

to Jonny and I,’ says Jane Molloy She’s not kidding - she can 
reel off the provenance of seemingly every object in their 
house. That Charles Aznavour print in the kitchen? Ripped off 
a tree in the South of France by her father back in 1973. The 
Chesterfield sofa? Found abandoned in the King’s Road. The 
bathroom basin? It once belonged to Aussie rock star Nick 
Cave. Jane’s philosophy is that interiors are important - she is 
a stylist, after all, but it’s vital to have possessions that ‘nourish’ 
and give enjoyment - and she uses this ethos in her work for 
clients too. The Cotswolds barn, full of quirky items mixed 
with eBay and market finds, has personal touches in spades. 

And at this time of year, it’s all about family and friends 
here. Jane and her partner Jonny West gather everyone to flit 
between their three converted buildings - two haylofts and 
a lambing shed. The couple live in the largest, the other two 
are for guests and they all spend a chilled Christmas together. 
Weave in every revamped country cliche, from the log fire in 
a vintage burner, a huge tree dressed with retro baubles and 
spruce branches mixed with eucalyptus decking the halls, 
and you pretty much have idyllic, modern rustic sewn up. 

It wasn’t always this way. Five years ago, Jane was living in 
London’s Notting Hill - ‘I’m a city girl, born and bred’ - but she 
had always felt a pull towards the country. Wanting to spend 
more time with her family, she and Jonny swapped a cramped 
Victorian flat for the barns. ‘When we first saw the place, it was 
derelict,’ says Jane. ‘I remember walking into the courtyard 
and it was just bare earth. But there was something magical 

‘The barn teas literally 
we bought it, 

about it - these three buildings positioned around this piece 
of land - and I could see immediately what it could be like.’ 

The pair had renovated many a London flat, but a barn 
conversion is altogether something different. ‘Barns are 
basically like boxes,’ says Jane. ‘If you start to cut them up, 
they lose their character.’ Whereas space had been at a 
premium in the city, here she had vast expanses to fill, 
which demanded a very different way of thinking. 

Jane meticulously restored and re-used much of the 
original features - the courtyard tiles are from the old stables, 
for example. Touches of agricultural heritage crop up all over 
the house, such as the alcoves in the walls, first used to hold 
candles for lighting. At the same time, the couple felt the need 
to rough up the rustic vibe - they’re too young to go full-on 
country style. Aluminium was introduced as an antidote to an 
overdose of Cotswold stone and there are certain recurring 
design motifs - the louvred shutters, for instance. 

When it came to the furnishings, Jane and Jonny brought 
in a mixture of inherited pieces, bespoke items, eBay finds 
and pieces sourced locally from their friend, who runs a 
fine-art gallery in a nearby village. 

Now, after three solid years of refurbishment, Jane and 
Jonny are firmly embedded in the countryside. Should they 
ever need a dose of west London, Jane says she can nip to 
Daylesford Organic or the Soho Farmhouse (the new Soho 
House branch) nearby. So would she do the country move 
all over again? She doesn’t hesitate. ‘In a heartbeat.’

So determined were the family 
to celebrate Christmas in their new Cape Town home that 
they arrived on 20 December when it was still without 
windows in the upstairs hall.

- we were up to our eyes in boxes at the windiest time of the 
year,’ Natalie recalls. ‘We had decorations flying all over the 
place and the girls kept asking why the doors were opening 
by themselves. But none of it mattered - we were inP 

The couple relocated to South Africa from London six years 
ago when Willow was a year old. ‘We were drawn to the idea 
of raising a family in a place with a more laid-back lifestyle,’ 
says Natalie, who herself had grown up in Cape Town. ‘We 
rented at first, because James still travels to London for work, 
but when Luella arrived three years later, we realised we’d be 
staying for the long haul.’ And so the search for a period 
property with a spacious garden began in earnest. 

Natalie and James stumbled upon their 1903 -built property 
two years ago, when it was a guesthouse with 13 bedrooms 
and 15 bathrooms. ‘It was totally terrifying! We had no idea 
how turn it into a family abode,’ says Natalie. But with the help 
of local architect Jan Desseyn, they came up with a plan to 
transform it into a grand family home. ‘Jan’s experience with 
heritage buildings was invaluable,’ says Natalie. ‘He had a 
relatively simple approach, which gave an air of sobriety 
to the project and we could finally see a way through it all.’ 

Strict planning regulations meant they couldn’t do much 
structurally, bar remove any new additions that fell foul of 
the building’s original architectural style. ‘Not that we had to 
change much - we loved the look of the house and tried to 
keep the intervention to a minimum,’ says James. ‘But what 
we did was open up a lot of the really boxy spaces that had 
been added over the years and gave the property a sense 
of flow with a wonderful connection to the garden.’ 

With such a large place to decorate, Natalie and James had 
to get creative with their finances and a lot of our things were 
sourced from auction houses, second-hand shops and even 
pawnshops. ‘I also found items on Pinterest and lstdibs.com 
and had pieces custom-made to suit the house,’ says Natalie. 
In addition, local designer Danela Conti helped the duo edit 
and organise their eclectic accumulation of furniture, art and 
objets. ‘Her knowledge of fabrics, fittings and furnishings 
helped to reel me in when I went off on a tangent,’ says 
Natalie. ‘And that was often.’ 

As a result, this family home doesn’t feel contrived, but 
rather a happy mix of riotous colour, graphic monochromatic 
pattern and wonderful one-off decorative finds. ‘While we 
specifically wanted a heritage house, it certainly wasn’t our 
dream to live in a version of Downton Abbeys says Natalie, 
with a laugh. ‘We wanted a home imbued with humour and 
energy that would be as much fun for us as it would be for the 
girls.’ A year down the line, that’s exactly what they’ve got. 

And now, with the windows all in place, the family are set 
for a draught-free, fun-filled Christmas.

While the Eiffel Tower lights up to resemble a glorious oversized tree 
decoration and les enfants wait ion Pere Noel to arrive with gifts, locals 
hurry along the Boulevard Saint-Germain, ogling the designer stores 
and stopping off for a chocolat chaud in a misty-windowed cafe that 
looks like it’s straight out of a Luc Besson movie. Interior designer Laurence 
Simoncini, a local to the area herself, lives in a beautiful apartment nearby. 
And, like the city, it’s so well turned-out! 

Bought two years ago, when the building was being used as offices 
for a fashion label, Laurence was attracted to the vast expanse of floor space 
and strong light that washed through it. But even so, it took a designer’s 
beady eye to envision a family home. ‘To be honest, although I knew 
the apartment could be something special, I wasn’t impressed at first,’ 
Laurence admits. ‘I felt it had been built for a life that wasn’t mine. 

There were small rooms and part of the ground floor was gaping open, 
revealing the basement - it felt like somewhere that had been through 
its fair share of crazy parties. Later, when I met the neighbours, they 
confirmed I was right. ’ 

So Laurence embarked on a three-month project of intense planning 
to completely change the bones of the building. The main living space was 
reconfigured, windows were removed, doors stripped out, the kitchen 
reworked and the original oak flooring cleaned and restored. ‘I wanted 
to keep an old Paris feel to the design, but I also wanted a New York loft 
style of living. It was important my home could sustain a mix of the 
traditional and modern.’ Every element was meticulously considered, 
even down to the outside of the building, including the balcony, where 
she matched the same metal that was originally used on the roofs 
of the surrounding homes. 

Harmony is a common denominator in Laurence’s household. 

Choosing a basic palette of black, white and gold to link each room, she 
explains, ‘It represents a chic ambience, but is also warm and moderate.’ 
There are clever twists with her choice of furnishings in order to turn 
a cavernous space such as her living room into a collection of different 
chill-out areas that exist independently. ‘I used various sofas, chairs and 
even a large custom-made ottoman in one corner to make the most of the 
way we all live today,’ she says. ‘So, if you want to read a book, talk on the 
telephone, go on your laptop, enjoy a glass of wine . . . you can find a 
different spot without ever leaving the room. ’ 

Carefully allocated partitions, vintage cast-iron columns and even the 
four skylights, which pour in shafts of light from the terrace above, define 
certain sections too. It’s like a meticulously planned obstacle course, 
inviting visitors to navigate their way around. 

And dotted throughout is a diverse selection of art, much of it veering 
towards the comic. Laurence insists that a person’s choice of art gives a 
home its unique character. Erom the ginormous Companion sculpture by 
Kaws (aka New Yorker Brian Donnelly) to the Takashi Murakami painting, 
there’s definitely a tongue-in-cheek approach in evidence here. 

With Christmas almost upon us, Laurence is looking forward to time 
with her family. ‘Every year, we get the boxes of ornaments out of the closet 
and carefully unwrap them,’ she reveals. ‘It’s such a ritual opening these - 
some of the decorations are two generations old. Eor me and the kids, 
putting them on the tree signifies that our festivities have really started.’ 

She plans to have her family gathered for Christmas lunch around the 
dining table that’s almost the size of a jetty. It’s a very long table, with five 
metres of white Corian jutting into the living area, while a further five 
metres spreads into the kitchen on the other side of the wall. Clever! 

‘I adore my home,’ says Laurence. ‘I was lucky to be able to take a shell 
and design it to my needs. I planned carefully, I chose materials that I love 
- this was a dream come true for me. Now I never want to leave. I rush to get 
in the door and once I’m here. I’m so content.’ Just as well Pere Woe/ makes 
home deliveries then.

Christmas comes early in 

Leila Brink and Niels van Beusichem’s London home, 
f Both born and raised in the Netherlands, they like 

^ ^ to enjoy the Dutch traditions with their three young 

\ children, starting with Sinterklaas - Saint Nicholas’ 

Day - on 5 December. ‘The children put their shoes in 
front of the chimney, together with a glass of beer for 
Sinterklaas and some carrots for his horse,’ says Leila. 
‘The next morning, they come down to find pepernoten 
[spicy] biscuits, marzipan sweets and their initials 
in chocolate in their shoes.’ 

Because Saint Nicholas traditionally arrives in the 
Netherlands a couple of weeks before 5 December, Leila 
says it’s the perfect excuse to start dusting the house 
with fake snow and stringing coloured lights and the 
children’s handmade decorations around the place 
before November is really over. This year, the family is 
planning a ‘giant sleepover’ for Christmas with all their 
extended family arriving from Holland. ‘This is our first 
proper home,’ says Leila, ‘so it will be wonderful to have 
everyone here to share it together.’ 

Although the couple moved to London 12 years ago, 
they chose to rent properties (there have been four) 
before deciding to buy this house. ‘People tend to buy 
later in the Netherlands,’ explains Leila. ‘Plus, we could 
never quite get our heads around the prices here - we 
kept comparing them to what we could get in Holland 
for the same amount of money, so we just put off making 
the big jump.’ 

But, finally, jump they did. ‘We love London and want 
to stay here, so we felt it was time to put down roots and 
make our own home,’ continues Leila. They settled on 
a family-size, five-storey home in leafy south London, 
thanks to its proximity to green spaces and the 
children’s schools. ‘The house had been renovated by 
a developer with a taste for pastel shades,’ says Leila. 
Although it was structurally sound, there was work to be done to remove what Leila describes as 
his ‘unusual creative twists’, including the mint-green doorframes. While they set about painting 
the walls white throughout the house, the pair also built an extension to enlarge the rear of the 
lower-ground floor to make a spacious kitchen-diner with a TV area, opening on to the garden. 

They also added a floor-to-ceiling window to the ground-floor living room to introduce more 
light and installed a new kitchen and new bathrooms. 

‘We did things slowly, starting with a blank canvas of white,’ says Leila. ‘Often, I put in some colour 
and then ended up taking it away, because I like the calm that white creates.’ She says the house 
combines her love of the cool hue and vintage furniture, particularly mid-century pieces sourced 
from Istdibs, with Niels’ taste for contemporary minimalism and their shared passion for art. ‘It isn’t 
a fully matching house,’ says Leila. ‘It’s simply a mix of things we like, put together at different times.’ 

Her taste for quiet beauty, the old and the unusual is evident at every turn. So where does Leila’s 
design eye come from? Not from any formal training - her degree in business economics led to a 
career in marketing - but possibly from her parents, it seems. ‘My father is an artist, my mother 
worked in a photographic studio and I was brought up in a world in which surroundings are 
important,’ she says. ‘Rather than start with a big design plan, my approach is to let things evolve 
organically. That way, I feel more at ease with things I like around me.’ 

Her taste for the unusual extends to the antique Moroccan rugs, scattered throughout the house 
and the focus of her business Blue GiGi. ‘Each rug is unique and tells its own story’ says Leila, as she 
strokes the thick wool of a traditional Beni Ouarain design and shows off colourful boucharouites, 
made from torn clothing, including vintage djellabas (Arabic robes). ‘The collection is always 
changing and that’s important. I like the idea of individuality in my business, just as I do in my home.’

Baekground Ever wondered where the sofa faced before the days 
of the TV? The fireplace, of course! And although many were ripped out 
during the Sixties, a fireplace has been a style statement for centuries. 

Whether offering a resting place for drinks at a party or to show 
off family portraits - and more recently photographs - the mantel itself 
has reflected each era of design. Classical influences on Georgian 
architecture, for example, inspired rigidly square surrounds with intricately 
carved lines, while the prosperity of the Victorians meant ornate florals 
were commonplace, often with decorative tiles. 

The Edwardians also favoured tiles, although a desire for simpler 
interiors saw cast-iron mantels get taller and slimmer. But it wasn’t until 
the interwar years, with a need to rebuild homes more efficiently, that 
designs were pared back, with styles focusing on shape rather than 
intricate carvings. 

Whatever the design, if you’re lucky enough to have originals intact, 
you’ll notice they’re always largest on the ground floor of the house, 
typically where entertaining would happen, and smallest at the top where 
the serving quarters would have been. 

You can pick up amazing antiques 
or excellent replicas that would fool even the keenest eye. You need 
somewhere to hang the stockings after all...

Choosing quality materials is key to a sueeesslul home 
refurb. Interior designer Pearl Lowe says, 
‘When it eomes to windows, it has to be wood!’ 


P earl Lowe’s career in interior design started, she says, 
with one piece of lace. In 2001, she used a panel she’d 
dyed pink to decorate a bathroom window in a Camden 
house she was renovating. So many famous friends asked 
her to make one for them that she ended up selling her 
own curtain range at lifestyle boutique du moment, The Cross. She has 
since created collections of womenswear, childrenswear (with a new 
line for Harrods) and simultaneously run an interior design business. 
She is a mother of four, including the model Daisy, and is married to 
musician Danny Goffey of Supergrass fame. She lives in Somerset. 
WHAT ARE YOUR CURRENT INTERIORS PROJECTS? 

I’m doing the interiors on three houses at the moment- in London and 
Somerset. One of them is a beautiful Georgian house, which will be 
very elegant when it’s finished. I’m always working on my house in 
Somerset too. It’s quite shabby chic and falling apart, but I like that. 
WHERE DO YOU START WHEN THINKING ABOUT INTERIORS? 

I start with the windows, making sure the client has beautiful wood 
frames first and then work the overall design of the room around them. 
That all affects how I think about the light. Sometimes if a room is really 
dark it can be cosy and romantic, but if it’s already light, I open it up and 
add more white. 


DEFINE YOUR INTERIORS LOOK. 

People come to me if they want a romantic, boudoir style, but I do 
pretty much anything. I’ve just clad an entire barn so it looks like a log 
cabin and I’m doing up another place with white floorboards and walls. 
So I can do minimalism and maximalism. But it has to have a twist. 

DO YOU HAVE ANY PET DESIGN HATES? 

A house with PVC-u windows! I always insist on period-appropriate 
windows in the properties I renovate. If fitted correctly, they are just as 
efficient at keeping the warmth in. 

WHAT ARE YOUR THOUGHTS ON COLOUR? DO YOU HAVE 
ANY RECOMMENDATIONS? 

For exteriors, I love original brick with a bit of colour on the window 
frames. Wood windows are particularly good for this, as you can paint 
them in any colour you fancy. I’m a big fan of Farrow & Ball’s Green 
Blue or its Calamine Pink, which are both great if you have a traditional 
property but want to give it a bit of a modern twist. Always good to 
shake up the old and the new! 

FINALLY, WHAT’S YOUR MOST RECENT INSPIRATION? 

In Majorca recently, I was inspired by the wooden shutters. Painting 
them beautiful colours is such a lovely look. I did that once with an 
Edwardian house and it looked really French.

ABIGAIL AHERN 

The interior design wiz on her gutsy dehut, how dark shades are way 
more daring and why faux flowers are suddenly blooming

ultitalented interior designer, stylist, author and 
shopkeeper Abigail Ahern is renowned for her 
love of moody hues, luxe textures and faux 
flowers. With a serendipitous start in design 
(she actually bluffed her way into a job in the US 
without a scrap of interior design experience), 
she has gone on to inspire thousands with her 
books, blog and furniture and accessories ranges 
Here, Abigail reveals her style secrets. 


Tell us how your career in interior design began... 

After college, I went to work for Sir Terence Conran’s 
publishing house, researching imagery for a number 
of his books. Then, when I met my husband Graham, 
we relocated to the American Midwest, just outside 
Dallas, and it was the perfect opportunity to change 
career. I wanted to get into interior design - my 


mother’s an artist, so I knew I had an 
eye - but I had no training. Somehow, 
probably due to the Conran connection, 

I landed a job heading up an interior- 
design department at the age of 25. 

How did this influence your work? 

I couldn’t follow rules because I didn’t know them 
in the first place! I’m not a textbook designer - I like 
to work by intuition. When we moved back to the UK, 
I began editorial styling in a very micro way, which 
is how I ended up opening a shop. Then I wanted 
to make things that I couldn’t find elsewhere. 

Has your style evolved since then? 

It’s changed as I’ve grown more confident. At one 
point, everything was all Scandi and white for about 
five years until I realised it didn’t feel sexy enough. I 
started longing for colour - warm, cosy and rich - 
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because against dark colours, everything else pops. 
It’s also incredibly personal - there’s nothing in my shop 
that I wouldn’t have in my house. My home is my lab 
- I try out every new idea, everything we make, every 
tip I give there first. It’s a space that stimulates me. 
Why do you find dark colours so appealing? 

For me, the inkier the colour, the better! Rooms with 
saturated colour are inviting and unapologetically 
glam. My latest thing is that I never paint the ceiling 
in a different tone - I use the same shade throughout 
(walls, ceiling, woodwork), that way, it helps the eye to 
focus on what’s in the interior. Don’t be scared - what’s 
the worst thing that can happen? Just paint it again. 
Do you have any other signature tricks? 

I like to overdose on texture - it has great visual and 
tactile impact - but I mash it up with lots of rough and 
smooth. I’m into slubby, woolly things - I love to take 
my shoes off and plop down into something 
welcoming, like a sheepskin rug used as a throw on 
the sofa. With scale, even if you have a small room, 
include a supersized piece - a plant that’s too big for 
the table or a huge chandelier - to give the space a 
sense of grandeur. Mirrors are a great way to expand 
the sense of horizon and add extra depth. 

Which other accessories are worth investing in? 

I like good-quality fabrics, chairs that feel enveloping 
and scented candles, but then I can easily run to Ikea 
for a shelf. And you don’t need an eye-wateringly 
expensive curated art collection. Anything beautiful 
is art - a page torn from a book, a cool rusty sign, 
or a gorgeous rug hung on the wall. 

What about lighting? 

Good lighting is crucial for cosiness. 

You need at least eight lights, all at 
different levels - overhead, walls, floor 
and table lamps, plus candlelight. 

You’re known for your animal table 
lamps - how did they come about? 

One day, when I was collecting my bulldog 
from dog school and I suddenly thought 
all these doggies would make cool lamps. 

The idea of an uptight, macho bulldog 
with a French taffeta shade really 
appealed to my sense of humour. 

You’re passionate about faux flowers. Why? 

Flowers and plants are one of the easiest ways to 
make rooms feel lived in and loved, but if I had to 
the house with fresh blooms every week. I’d be broke. 

I started using a bunch of faux flowers to embellish a 
table in the store and suddenly we were blown away 
with requests. So now we’re producing our own - this 
season. I’m having fun mixing wild English meadow 
blooms with tropical leaves. 

What’s a cool way to make plants even better? 

I like to mix up the containers to make sure it looks 
fresh - tubs all in one colour are very boring. Play with 
a combination of concrete, terracotta, wood, wicker or 
stone, with pointy plants teamed with feathery ones, 
matte with shiny, round with square... 

It’s almost Christmas. What will your home be like? 
It will be a twinkling wonderland with lots of fairy lights 
and tea lights everywhere and the air scented with 
herbs, such as rosemary, thyme, eucalyptus and pine. 

I hang big mistletoe balls in the living room and then 
we rug up with hats and gloves to go outside and cook 
turkey or duck on the outdoor kitchen, while sipping 
hot toddies. For a couple of days, we stop thinking 
about work and simply chill out and relax.
